Rural Schoolhouse in Tennessee 


Is Transformed. 


Dirty, Disreputable Building Repaired, 


Pointed and Decorated in Eight 


Hour* by Normal School 


Teacher and Pupils. 


"Rural School Letter No. 10," of Feb- 


ruary 19,1914, issued by the bureau of 
iducation, Washington, D. C., relates 
this story of "One Day's Work on a 
Country Schoolhouse." 


It took Just one working day of eight 


hours to transform a Tennessee rural 
schoolhoUse that was in very bad con- 
dition into a building of which any 
community would be proud. What was 
accomplished in this instance by com- 
munity co-operation could be carried 
out effectively by any county superin- 
tendent, teacher or school improve- 
ment association. 


This unique and practical demon- 


stration in public-school improvement 
was engineered by Prof. D. Riley Ha- 
worth of the Bast Tennessee State 
Norman school. 
Professor Haworth 


first secured the co-operation of the 
county board of education of McMinn 
county, in which the demonstration 
was carried out. He also secured the 
co-operation of the public school teach- 
ers of the county and of the patrons 
of the Neil school, the plan being to 
show what any neighborhood can do 
in one day by united action in the im- 
provement of school buildings and 
grounds. 


A band of teachers, school patrons 


and normal school students marched 
•but to the Neil school early in the 
morning to begin operations. An offi- 
cial photographer was taken along. He 
made 
photographs of the 
school 


grounds, the building and Interior at 
8 a. m., before work began, and again 
at 4 p. m., when the day's work was 
completed. The "before" and "after" 
pictures made it look as if a miracle 
hai taken place.. 


The building at 8 a. m. was in as dis- 


reputable a condition as it could be 
and still be used for school purposes. 
The workers were armed with shovels, 
hoes, axes, carpenters' tools, paint, 
whitewash and soap. They nailed on 
new boards where they were needed, 
painted the building, built a chimney, 
cleaned up the rubbi&h, scrubbed the 
floor, renovated the entire interior, 
constructed a bookcase for the teach- 
er, tinted the walls a pearl-gray color, 
and hung pictures. The old desks were 
removed and new desks, supplied by 
the school district, were placed in the 
building. 


"The outlay aggrdpated, in cash, ?33. 


It included 12 gallons of paint, 6 gal- 
lons of linseed oil, 4 paint brushes," 
one-half bushel of whitewash, $2 worth 
of weather boarding and lathing, t 
pounds of nails, 4 window shades, ma- 
terial for sash curtains, 4 pictures, a 
number of books to start a school 
library and one American flag. When 
the work was completed the building 
presented as attractive an appearance 
as the best one-room country school. 


One of the most delightful features 


of the day was the social enjoyment 
that resulted from the gathering to- 
gether of such a large group of work- 
ers. 
At noon a picnic dinner was 


served by people in the neighborhood 
of the school. It is planned to repeat 
the demonstration in many other parts 
of the state.

IN ELECTION CASE 


(ASSOCIATED PRESS TELEGRAM! 


Columbus, O., Way 4.—-That the 


court of appeals has original juris- 
diction in cases involving contests of 
elections of common pleas 
judges 


was the substance ot a decision to- 
day by the supreme court. 


The decision wab the 
result 
of 


two cases before thy court involving 
election contest casts in Lorain ana 
Henry counties. 
In 
the 
Lorain 


county case the couu held that W. 
B. Thompson and Horace G. Reding- 
ton, who were candidates for com- 
mon pleas judge, eiu-h received the 
same number of votes, upholding the 
court of appeals' decision in the case. 
In the other ease, thai of R. H. Ditt- 
mer of Napoleon, v ho was contest- 
ing the election of P. C. Prentis for 
the common pleas jndgship, the su- 
preme court decided that the court 
of appeals of Hem> 
county 
must 


hear the case again. 
Dittmer con- 


tended that his opponent had violat- 
ed the corrupt prr.nu-es act in an- 
nouncing, before his election, that 
he would serve as 
common 
pleas 


judge and probate pudge at one sal- 
ary, 
thereby saving the county more 


than $2000 a year.
